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DETAILED ACTION 


Election/Restrictions 
1 . Claims 1 -1 3 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention (group I, drawn to a camera 
apparatus producing head-to-head or toe-to-toe images on a single frame of a 
photographic medium), there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was 
made without traverse in the reply filed on April 7, 2006. 


Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: The projection screen 44A in the specification (p. 19) is not shown in any of 
the drawings. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the 
immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance.

Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures 
appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being 
amended.

CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be 
notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The 
objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claims 14, 15 and 18-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Mainardi et al. (US 2,403,733). 

Regarding teaches in Figs. 1-4 an apparatus for use in viewing a three- 
dimensional image, the apparatus comprising optical means arranged to simultaneously 
receive left and right eye images in the format of a pair of head-to-head or toe-to-toe 
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images and to provide a superimposed projected image comprising the left and right 
eye images to a viewing screen (col. 1, lines 25-30); the optical means comprises first 
and second reflecting elements (27, 29) arranged to respectively project the left and 
right eye images, the first and second reflecting elements being arranged along an axis 
(horizontal as viewed in Fig. 2) extending substantially at right angles to the axis of a 
projection lens (vertical as viewed in Fig. 2); the apparatus including polarizing means 
for polarizing the left and right eye images (col. 2, lines 12-17); the apparatus including 
a viewing device comprising a viewing box into which said composite image is 
projected, the viewing box having one or more reflective surfaces that are arranged to 
project the left and right images onto a side wall of said viewing box, the viewing box 
further comprising a viewing window through which said projected image may be 
viewed (see Figs. 3 and 4); where an optical element is provided on the side wall of the 
viewing box on which the left and right images are projected, the optical element being 
arranged to reflect incident light rays back along their axes so that a three-dimensional 
image may be viewed with the naked eyes by a single viewer without the use of 
polarizing elements (see Figs. 3 and 4). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made.

7. Claims 16 and 17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Mainardi et al. (US 2,403,733) in view of Ramsdell (US 2,413,996). 

Regarding claims 16 and 17, Mainardi et al. teaches the invention as claimed 
above, but does not expressly disclose providing inter-ocular adjustment means. 
Ramsdell teaches that it was known to provide inter-ocular adjustment means in a 
stereo picture apparatus (col. 1, lines 41-43; Fig. 4). It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to utilize the features as 
taught by Ramsdell for the purpose of optimizing the stereo effect. 

Conclusion 

8. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Mainardi et al. (US 2,313,562), Perisic (US 6,721 ,500) and 
Murphy (3,815,970) all teach stereoscopic photography systems.
